TIKE CCtXCKE. 


EDITOB JOCBHAL: While this subject has 


attracted the attention of people ol Cali- 
fornia {or year|, it is only of late that oar 
people of Nevada have given the matter 
any attention. There are certain (acts that 
have perhaps escaped the attention of moat 
men, among them is this: That it requires 
a pecnliarxcondition of soil, climate and 
location to. produce vegetation of superior 
quality, aad this applies to grapes especi- 
ally. For we know that the finest wine 
grapes of Franca are confined to a very 
limited district, also as to the production 
of coffee. 
Genuine Moea coffee can only 


be produced in a very limited district, 
white at other places as fine looking coffee 
is grown, bat of little value. I know by 
observation that at the Sandwich Islands 
as fine appearing coffee can be grown as in 
the most favored countries, but it is com- 
pletely worthless. It was tried by the first 
missionaries who went thera, bnt was 
abandoned, and attention given entirely to 
sugar cane, which, Ps everyone knows, is a 
success. The same rule holds, good as to 
•11 productiveness of the soil, and especi- 
ally the Irish potato; and in speaking of 
that very useful bnlb, some writers upon 
the stibject assert that the natural home of 
the Irish potato is in the foothills, noon 
elevated bench or table lands, where it is 
sheltered from the prevailing winds and 
storms. We know that the best ever grown 
in this State were from just such localities, 
and the best frait ever produced in the 
State was grown in similar places. Is it 
not reasonable to suppose that the same 
rule will apply to grapes? We know that 
the finest wine produced in older countries 
is from graphs grown upon land that at 
one time was considered worthless, and 
almost by accident was found to be pecu- 
liarly adapted to producing a superior wine 
grape. 
I believe there are thonsaDds of 


acres ol land in oar low hills about Eeno, 
and especially those composed of volcanic 
nutter, that are psauliarly adapted to the 
wine, oare being takeii in (be selection as 
to exposure, altitude, soil, etc. At a certain 
elevation we are less liable to frost, both 
in the Spring and Fall, to-wit: In the warm 
bslt surrounding all the valleys of oor Stale. 


I saw recently an article written by 


some traveler stating that the nobles or 
titled families of older countries ware al- 
lying themselves by marriage with families 
who produce wine. 
Whether it is because

VETEKAN9 OF THE

As a put of the census of the people to 
e taken during the month of June special 


provision has been made by Congress for 
ascertaining the names of surviving sol- 
diers, sailors and marines who were 
mustered into the service of the United 
States during the star of the rebellion, and 
of the widows of soldiers, sailors and ma- 
rines who have died. 
In connection with 


this special census of veterans the organi- 
zation or vessel in which they served, the 
t«rm of service in each case, and present 
residence will be taken by the census enu- 
merators. In the cas« of widows, informa- 
tion regarding the service of .their deceased 
husbands is also required. 


The importance of accurate statements 


concerning ihe military record of each par- 
ticipant ia the late war should not be un- 
derestimated. It should be the doty, 
moreover, of every veteran soldier or sailor 
to lee that the enumerator is placed in 
possession of the neoessajy 
irjformation 


concerning bin own service. If he can not 
be at home when the enumerator calls he 
should leave a proper memorandum in the 
bauds of bis wife or other member of his 
honsahold, «o that the work of the census 
may not be deluyed, and also that there 
may be no doubt as to tho accuracy of the 
statements concerning his service which 
may be fiivau to the census enumerator. 
That there m»y bo no question as to the 
points to be covered by Ibis memorandum, 
it

well 
to 
state 
thai the 


•peoial iuquirita to be made concerning 
veterans 
of 
the 
civil 
war 
include 


the name, the company and the regiment 
or vessel in which they served, thaii late 
rank, the datts of enlistment and dis- 
charge, the length of service in years, 
montbi and days, and thoir present post- 
office address. Where a soldier or sailor 
re-enlisted or served in more than one or- 
ganization or vessel, he should be very 
careful to give the term of service in each 
instance, .and to cover each enlistment. 
In giving the organization care should be 
taken to distinguish the arm ol the serv- 
ice, ai infantry, cavalry artillery, etc., and 
if a person served under an assumed name 
bis statement should be made to cover 
both the name under which he served and 
the true name by which he is now known.

Free Coinage Denutnded. and Bed Hoi 


Besdlntlonf Adopted. 


Pursuant to a oallof Hon.Thomas Fitch, 


Vice President of the National Silver Com- 
mittee, a Convention assembled at Carson 
yesterday at 2 o'clock. Nearly every county 
nthe State was represented by an enthu- 
siastic delegation. The Convention was 
called to praer'by Hon. ThomasFitcb, who 
made a brilliant opening address. 


E. D.'Keiley,.of Winnemuoee, was elect- 


ed temporary Chairman and N. A. Hum- 
mel, of Wadsworth, temporary Secretary. 


On potion, ttie temporary officers were 


made permanent..

^Committees on Order of Business, Cre- 
dentials and Resolutions were appointed. 


The Committee on Besolntions con BIB ted 


of two members from each county, and was 
a very strong one. 


The Contention adjourned at 3:30 for 


one hoar. 


The Convention reassembled and an- 


nexed' is a summary of the resolutions 
adopted, as telegraphed by an Associated 
Press reporter: 


The people of Nevada, in.convention: 


assembled, do by their delegates request 
their Senators and Representative in Con-, 
jress to favor a measure for the opening of 
the Mints of the United States to the free 
and unlimited coinage of standard silver 
dollars, of the present weight and fineness, 
to be a legal tender for all debts, public 
and private, and to support no: other bill. 
We can wait'for justice rathor than submit 
to any delusive measures. . 


Another resolution was reported and 


adopted.disclaiming .any connection with 
politics on-the part of the Convention 
other than as it affected, the free coinage of 
silver, and providing foir free coinage. 


A Central Committee is to be formed 


r.i.'h authority to call another Convention

THE NEW BAPTIST CHURCH, 


The Dedicatory Exercises Last Sunday. 


OC the exercises at the Baptist Church 


on Sunday last the Free Lance says: 


The new Baptist Church at this place 


was dedicated last Sabbath. The edifice is 
said to be ihe largest and finest of its kind 
in the State and Mr. Dorsey, the speaker 
of the occasion, declared he had not seen a 
finer church in any town of equal size on 
this coast. The building is certainly very 
beautiful, commodious and conveniently 
arranged and it stands as one of the several 
thousand monuments that every year are 
erected to testify to the great fact that 
Christianity is increasing in power in the 
earth. The town o! Reno is the richer not 
only by the six or seven thousand dollars 
actually expended on the work but also by 
the great and beneficial influence of its 
character upon the moral atmosphere of 
the place. 


"At the morning service the building was 


filled to overflowing. No formal dedicatory 
address -vias delivered but Rev. Mr. Henry 
opened with appropriate remuks and he 
was followed by Rev. P. W. Dorsey, of 
San Francisco. The theme of his address 
was Christian progress, taken from God's 
command to the Israelites at the Red Sea 
to "go forward." 
Christianity naturally 


ought to progress and, as a matter of fact, 
is progressing both in doctrines, usefulness 
and power. The best times the world has 
ever known are now but even better ones 
will follow. 
The noblest, greatest and 


best men of the world are in the future, 
not in the past, and the greatest usefulness 
and power of the Christian churches 
are in the future, 
not in 
the past. 


The churches are developing thought. 
It 
is 
folly to 
allow men of pre- 


ceding centuries to establish rigid creeds 
for men of this "century who have a hun- 
dred and one advantages over them for 
this work. The men who formulated creeds 
in the fourth to the sixteenth centuries 
were good men and did good work for their 
times and conditions, but it is as useless 
for us to bind ourselves to their creeds 
except as they are biblical, as it is for us to 
expect to bind the thought of the thirtieth 
century to our creeds. The Church of 
Christ advances none the less ia preparing 
souls for heaven but all the more in de- 
veloping men physically, intellectually and 
morally, and thus preparing them the 
better for heaven on earth. 


"At the close of the address the matter 


of raising the final fauds for furnishing the 
church was presented and at both services 
something over $1,200 were pledged, leav- 
ing about ¥300 yet to be provided for.
